From 1985 through December 31, 2013, a cumulative total of 247 HIV/AIDS cases have been reported on 
Guam, including 98 AIDS cases and 149 HIV (non-AIDS) cases.  Of the cumulative total, 61 were known 
or presumed to be living on Guam as of December 31, 2013.
